Description: ff. 74 - Bound, s. XII, with rows of stamps in fanciful shapes, pressed into the leather; the stamps are related 
to those that decorated the glossed books made for Prince Henry, son of Louis VI of France; Prince Henry entered Clairvaux 
in 1146, but left in 1149 to become bishop of Beauvais. This binding is a clue to suggest that the manuscript was copied in 
Paris, before moving to Admont, where it had arrived by the abbacy of Godefridus of Admont (1138-1165). - Benedictine 
Abbey of St. Blaise, Admont, Styria, Austria, their MS 347; E. P. Goldschmidt, 1935; Philip Hofer (1898-1984), 1935;
